
5) (amended) A dispenser asjafaimed in claim 1 wherein said dispenser is 
constructed and arranged so tha^ln its normal position of use, said active substance 
contacts the inlet side of sma flow restrictor under gravity. 

6) (amended) A disaenser as claimed in claim 1 further including at least one fluiji 
dispensing surface spaced from the outlet side of said flow restrictor from which 
components of sajra active substance can emanate. 


7) (amended) A dispenser as claimed iny6laim 6 wherein said dispensing surface is 
>rovided as one or more wall surfaces of a/hamber positioned to receive active 
substance from said flow restrictor. 



10) (amended) A dispenser as claimed in claim 8 wherein said chamber includes a 
substantially vertical peripheral wall^and closing means at the bottom of said peripheral 
wall. 

12) (amended) A dispenser as claime^in claim 1 wherein said chamber is defined by 
a non-porous peripheral yvall sectionjp combination with a porous bottom surface. 

13) (amended) A dispenser as^laimed in claim 1 further including venting means 
operable to maintain avoid on tne outlet side of said flow restrictor between flushes. 

14) (amended) A dispenfijfer as claimed claim 8 further including ramp means 
constructed and arranged ft direct water towards said chamber. 
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17) (amended) A dispenser as claii 
formed, at least in part from a porous r 


led in claim 13 wherein said dispensing surface is 
laterial.
